Do  notice  if  the  shipping  list  number  ends  with  an  "-S"  or  an 
"-M",  be  sure  to  include  that  letter  when  writing  the  number.  This 
directs  claim  workers  immediately  to  the  area  of  separates  or  of 
microfiche  and  gets  you  a  fast  response. 

Remember  lhat  the  address  you  provide  on  the  label  will  be  used  by 
GPO  for  identification  and  as  an  address  label  to  your  library.  Be 
sure  to  f:  11  it  out  in  full  and  to  include  your  depository  number. 

If  you  art.  missing  an  entire  shipment  of  a  group  of  publications, 
or,  for  example,  20  different  CURRENT  INDUSTRIAL  REPORTS,  just  go 
ahead  and  claim  the  entire  shipment.  Some  poor  souls  are  sending 
individual  claims  for  every  item  in  the  boxl
